The prudential, owned and operat- 
ed In New Jersey, may in a 'measure 
escape the .deep probings of Inquisitor- 
Hughes, .yet, as it has many policy 


. holders In New York state, It is likely 


that President-Dryden,'who also Is a 
United States- senator, may see the 
advisability of being frank -with the 
committee. 


Each Owns the ' Other.

Originally the-Prudential, stock was 


scattered in small lots .among a num- 
ber of.-New Jersey people. To-day 
$999,650 of the $2,000,000. is owned by 
the Fidelity Trust company of New- 


, ark, which in turn is Downed and con-

The game was to 
sell out one to the other, reap the 
profits, and still maintain their ab-' 
solute control. 


'Thereupon the following plan^was 


proposed: The trust company should 
double Us capital stock and the In- 
surance company should purchase a 
large block of"hew'stock at $75 per 
share,-the sum so to be expended be- 
ing nearly "$6,000,qOO. With the money 
so received the .trio in the controll- 
ing .trust company would 
purchase 


from themselves most of the insur- 
ance company stock.which they held, 
thuss landing $6,000,000 of the policy 
holders' money in tneir own pockets. 


This still would leave them in prac- 


tical control of- the trust company 
and, 
through it, the insurance com- 


pany, although having sold out their 
holdings in the latter. It was a neat- 
ly devised scheme, evading the funda- 
mental,, law that no'insurance com- 
pany can buy in its own capital stock 
with policy holders' moneys In one 
of the suits brought by the indignant 
policy holders, 'President Drydenj ex- 
plained that the move was. intended 
to koep the stock out of the hands of 
speculators. • This explanation satis- 
fied the court and the suits were dis- 
missed. .

vannah harbor improvements. 
The 


United States'district court, begins its 
term two weeks from today. It has 
been customary In past years when 
the docket was light for the court to 
take an immediate adjournment un- 
til December, but in view -of the im- 
portance of the Greene-Gaynor case 
it is believed that this custom will 
be waived and that, the trial of the 
noted prisoners1 . will 
begin 
next 


month. 


• The near approach of the trial has 
re-awakened 
public interest 'in-the 


case. The fact that the prisoners ap- 
parently have become reconciled to 
their return to Savannah and now 
admit the folly of their 'course in so 
bitterly contesting 
the 
extradition 


proceedings does not mean.that it is 
their intention to lay down without a 
light. 
They have retained the best 


counsel that money, is' ,able to procure 
and it,is evident they Intend to con- 
tinue the fight against conviction Inch 
by inch.

In his book, "Government Regula- 


tion.of Railway Rates," which-has just 
appeared under the imprint of. the 
Macmillan Company, Professor Hugo

tween, the administration of railway 
systems In Europe and America which 
has 'often appealed to those who have 
had occasion to transact railway bus- 
iness on both sides of the Atlantic. 
To quote Professor Meyer's 
own 


words: 
"In Continental Europe tlic 


regulation of railway rates by public 
authority has reduced the 
railway 


manager 
largely 
to 
a 
man 


who 
sits 
in 
his - office 
and 


orders his subordinates to run trains 
back and forth. 
In America the ab- 


sence of restriction upon the railway 


nager-Ybeyond that Imposed by the 


common law—has allowed the Ameri- 
cdn railway manager to become; the 
most powerful single factor iu our 
national life for the discovery and 
the development of the resources of 
our country, and the 
promotion of 


trade and industry. .To promote the 
settlement of vast stretches of unoc- 
cupied lands, and j to find ever new 
resources to develop within the terri- 
tory already occupied, has for half a 
century' been, the main .business- of 
the American railway manager.. The 
imagination displayed by the Ameri- 
can railway manager in discovering 
potentialities of industry i and trade; 
and in converting those.potentialities 
into actualities-, has been, eaual to the 
highest flights of imagination of the 
great inventors and scientists; while 
the boldness with which he has sought 
to realize his 'visions' 
has rivalled 


that of the great soldiers and states- 
men." 


A CONTRACTING PARTY. 


A full reading of the recent speech 


of John Mitchell to the 
anthracite 


miners gives a clearer view of what 
Is the policy of the president of the 
United Mine- Workers than was af- 
forded by the early abstracts of his 
address, .says the Wall Street Jour- 
nal:

Mr. Mitchell declared that he was 


opposed to the issuance of ,an "ulti- 
matum" until every reasonable effort 
had been made to reach, an agree- 
ment. If a man desiring ten thous- 
and tons of coal 
should go to Mr. 


Baer, of the Reading, Mr. Baer would 
say to him that the price of coal' in 
such arid such'a month was so much'; 
a.ud if the intended purchaser 
was 


disinclined .to pay! the; price named, 
Mr. Baer would simply say that he 
could take'the coal or leave it, .but 
that there would be no change in'the 
price!" Now, Mr. Mitchell declares 
that 
organized 
labor 
might; with 


equal consistency, go to the employ- 
ers and say, that1 -its' labor is worth 
so much and that unless the employ- 
ers were willing to pay the price, they 
would have to go -without 
But -in- 


stead of doing that, Mr. Mitchell sim- 
ply asks for a conference for the pur- 
pose of negotiating a new agreement 
between' the employers ;ind the min- 
ers. 


Then Mr. Mitcherl named the de- 


mands which would be submitted to 
the operators. The.chief of these de- 
mands: are the establishment of a 
maximum eight-hour day and of the 
recognition of the .union ' as a con- 
tracting party. 


Twice in the course of his speech 


Mr, Mitchell speaks of recognition of 
the union as "a contracting party." 
Nowhere does ' he speak of such. a 
recognition of the union as would pre- 
clude the employment of 
non-union 


laborers-. 
While we would like to 


have a clearer expression from' Mr. 
Mitchell'of what he really means' by 
"recognition," his1 use of the term 
"a contracting party" is very signifi- 
cant. It means simply the well ac- 
cepted principle of 
"collective bar- 


gaining," 


Recognition of labor organizations 


as contracting par.ties for the sale of 
labor would seem to be/entirely rea- 
sonable. It is directly in'line with the 
economic development of o,ur time. 
It is a substitution of wholesale for 
retail methods.. It is1 a scheme -for the 
buying and selling of labor in bulk, 
instead of by individuals. But this 
is a, very different kind of recogni- 
tion than that involved in .the propo- 
sition that employers shall only buy 
union labor. 
Recognition of a labor 


organization as a contracting party 
is a different thing than the demand 
for 
a closed shop.
